The linen was purchased by a com- 
mittee and cut out at my home; we 
folded the hems down according to 
the directions in the booklet and dis- 
tributed these pieces for our Lenten 
work, and for those who wanted to 
crochet only, we hemmed the articles. 
The first box sent to Our Sunday Vis- 
itor contained only twenty pieces, but 
we had put our finest sewing on these. 
Our secofid box held 145 pieces of 
linen, which wc worked hard to make 
perfect as to sewing, crocheting, 
laundering and packing them tightly, 
for we wanted these to reach some 
Altar without a wrinkle, just as they 
had come from the fragrant ironing 
board of our most skillful ironer, be- 
cause these linens come so near our 
dear Lord on the Altar. 

Now let me tell you of the help this 
has been to US; this dear little sew- 
ing society has brought us busy 
farmer's wives closer together; it has 
opened our eyes to the needs of our 
own sacristy; but our greatest bless- 
ing is that we now have Mass every 
Sunday!
